He 
also admitted that he hadi 
visited a class room, as he did not 
deem such visiting a proper part of 
‘a director's duties, which, he thought, 
‘Was to supervise the officers and fi- 
nances of the institution.

Cumming Fails to ia the 
Reciprocity Bill. | 


All Demands to the Roll Call 
| Are Not Pressed.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The 
Canadian reciprocity bill emerged un- 
Scathed tonight from the most geri- 
ous ordeal it has yet experienced in 
the Senate. The amendmen‘s offercd 
by Senator Cummins of Iowa and the 


Carolina, all seeking to increase the 
humber of ‘Canadian-manufactured 
articles that shall be admitted free 
of duty, were voted down.

three against. 
SITUATION CLEARED. 

The defeat of the Cummins amend- 
ments clears the situation in the Sen- 
ate and leaves the reciprocity bill 
much nearer final passage. Senator 
Bailey offered an amendment to the 
‘House woolen tariff bill, imposing a 
duty of 25 per cent. on raw woot. He 
4 will ask for its consideration and that 
of his farmers’ free-list amendment in 
the near future. Senator La Follette 
has not yet introduced his amend- 
‘ments, of which there probably are 
‘a considerable number. 

Senator Cummins, after the first few 
‘roll calls on his amendments, ex- 
‘pressed the conviction that it was the 
‘intention of the Senate not to change

Federal Courts Clogged With Cases 
Against Alleged Violators of the 


There was a big rally of the “Reds” 
in the United States District Court 
‘yesterday. Ricardo Flores Magon, 
editor of Regeneracion, Enrique 
Flores Magon, Anselmo Figueroa and 
Liborado Rivera, all connected with 
the publicity end of the insurrecto 
game, touched elbows with the re- 
doubtable C. Rhys Pryce, before the 
Federal bar of justice. 

Dick Ferris, once acclaimed ‘Presi- 
dent of the republic of Lower Call- 
fornia got in early. ‘It was noted that 
through his attorney, Jud Rush, he 
asked that he be given a week to en- 
ter his plea. In that time he hopes 
to learn from his attorney whether 
he is guilty or not. 

Job Harriman, the Socialist candi- 
date for Mayor, appeared in. behalf 
of the two Magons, Figueroa and 
Rivera, and he asked for two weeks 
to plead, which was granted. An at- 
tempt was made to have the bond of 
Ricardo Flores Magon remain the 
same, following the return of the sec-. 
ond indictment, but the point was not 
settled by the court. 

The same action was taken as ‘to 
Gen. C. Rhys Pryce and Gen. J. R. 
Mosby, the latter having been brought 
up from San Diego county. ‘Both 
Mosby and Pryce seemed to think the 
entire proceedings were a joke. 

The San Francisco contingent of 
Chinese charged. with conspiracy and 
smuggling, all pleaded not guilty. At 
the head of the delegation was Wu 
Wi, the merchant who is alleged by 
the government officials to be the 


}head of a wholesale conspiracy to 


smuggle Chinese laborers into the 
country. The others were Wong 
Chung, Wong Wing Si, Mar Juk and 
Wong Ye. These men are now under 
bond in the collective sum of $29,- 
000. 

As under the customs of the United 
States District Attorney's office no 
Chinese ts ever taken on a bond, no 
matter what his wealth, it has been 
necessary for the accused to get a 
bond of a surety company, and it is 
stated that Wu Wi has been compelled 
to furnish the money to pay the com- 
panies. Wu Wi is one of the best- 
known Chinese merchants in San 
Francisco. 

The bond of Jacob Finkelstein, 
charged with having brought Dora 
Baker into the country for an. im- 
moral purpose, was fixed at $10,000.

IGHTHOUSES* 
MUCH NEEDED. 


RECENT DISASTER ATTEN- 
TION TO SAFE COAST. 


Seafaring People Will Put Forth 
Strong Effort to Secure Govern- 
mental Action Before More Lives 
Are Lost—Fate of Santa Rosa 
Does Not Affect Ocean Travel. 


SAN PEDRO, July 10.—While not 
excusing the mistake which led up to 
the wreck of the Pacific Coast Com- 
pany’s steamer Santa Rosa on the 
rocks at Point Arguello, early Friday 
morning shipping men and mariners 
at this port condemn the short-sight- 
ed policy of the United States govern- 


‘ment in not providing proper lights 


and signals for the proper protection 
of life and property along the South- 
ern California coast. 

For many years sea-faring people 
have made a fruitless appeal for more 
safe-guards to navigation from San 
Franciseo south, but without any ma- 
terial results. With the wreck of the 
popular coastwise steamer Santa Rosa 
and the loss of several lives as a re- 
sult, agitation for more and better aids 
to navigation is again being heard. 

The experiences, of the passengers 
on the Santa Rosa have had but little 
effect on travel on steamers operating 
between this port and San Francisco 
and San Diego. The Yale and Har- 
vard, of the Pacific Navigation Com- 
pany, in and out yesterday carried 
their usual large complement of pas- 
sengers and the Independent Com- 
pany’s steamer Hanalei in and out 
today from and to San Francisco, di- 
rect, had no decrease in patronage. 

HEADED FOR PANAMA.

REDLANDS SECTION ENJOYS BIG 
HARVEST OF FRUIT. 


Shipments for the Season Will 
Bring Growers Approximately 
Three Million Dollars—Great Dam 
Being Constructed in Bear Valicy 
Nears Completion. 


REDLANDS, July 10.—The season 
of the shipments of citrus fruits from 
this section is rapidiy drawing to a 


been going forward for the past few 
weeks have averaged from ten to fif- 
teen, the shipments falling off no- 
ticeably as the season advances. Al!) 
Washington navels have been cleaned 
up. The crop was a good one this 
year and the fruit was of very fine 
quality, large in size, firm, sweet and 
juicy and notably free from biem- 
ishes. The prices received were 
gratifying to grower and shipper 
alike. 
These last weeks the late Valen- 
clas are going forward, the Mediter- 
ranian Sweets and Bloods, also Saint 
Micheels haveing already gone for- 
ward. The Valencias are finely 
colored and of satisfactory quality 
and are bringing good prices, the Cal- 
ifornia fruit being much in demand. 
The cool spring here has aided very 
materially tn the successful Nandiling 
of fruit. This ha@s been a bumper 
season and then too the orange sea- 
yon opened about six weeks ecarlier 
than usual, making the fruit very 
tender to handle; however the 
of results have been obtained. 
Up te this time 4860 cars of oranges 
and twenty-seven cars of lemons have 
gone forward and a few cars of grape 
fruit, aithough this latter fruit is 
usually shipped in small 


‘particularly the seedless variety, is 
coming to be mitich in demand the 
best quality selling at top prices both 
in California and in the East. It 
is a little doubtful whether the citrus 
fruit shipments will reach the 5000 
mark as had been estimated as only 
an few cars remain to be shipped. It 
is estimated by the prominent ship- 
pers that the total returns on this 


i year's Redlands crop will be in the 


neighborhood of $2,700,000, making 
this one of the banner years for the 
orange growing belt. 

REDLANDS NOTES. 

The mammoth new dam which ie 
being built in Bear Valley by the Bear 
Valley Mutual Water Company of 
Rediands at a cost of $300,000 is now 
nearing complétion and it is expected 
that it will be finished by the last 
of Auguet, when water will be turned 
into it. The capacity of the new dam 
will be 44,000,000,000 cubic feet, one 
of the most gigantié in this country 
and will provide for water for the 
Redlands section beyond any question 
of dqubt for all time to come. There 
are many people spending the sum- 
mer in Bear Valley and the com- 
pletion of the dam will be marked 
with some sort of celebration by the 
summer residents of the valley.

July Term of Federal Courts Opens, 
With Both Calendars Congested 
With Civil and Criminal Cases. 

The July term of the United States 
Circuit and District Courts began yes- 
terday with a mass of business, civil 
and criminal, to dispose of.

Joseph 
Campbell, a prominent attorney of 
the Bay City, will be associated in 
the defense with Dents & Luwenthal. 
The defendant is one of the Six Com- 
pany people. With assistants in San 
Franciseo, Oakland, and other cities 
along the California coast it is allered 
he has been able to do a land-office 
business in smuggling Chinese labor- 
ers into the United States. 

More than a score of Chinese cases 
were set for trial during 
and October. 


DEATH FOLLOWS HIGH FALD. 


Coroner's Jury Places No Responsi- 
bility for the Collapse of Bridge and 
Loss of Life. | 
Joseph Billingsley, who was injured 


Friday when the old Salt Lake Ralii- 


‘road bridge over the Arroyo Seco col- 
lapsed, died at the Pacific Hospital 
early yesterday morning. 

The skull fracture which Billingsley 
received when he tumbled eighty feet 
to the hard bottom of the 
caused a cerebral hemorrhage, which 
was directly responsible for his death. 

A Coroner's inquest was held yes- 
terday afternoon, but no responsibility 
for the accident was placed.

Husband Claims Wife Grabbed 
Off His Valnable Imperial Valiecy 
land for Use and Benefit of Her 
Own Private, Particular Fricnd 
and He Holds the Sack. 


In an affidavit filed in the local land 
office by U. 8. De Moulin yesterday, it 
ls strongly hinted that a conspiracy 
exists between his ex-wife, Emma De 
Moul.n, and George C. Hunt ,to rob 
him of a large sum, which he alleges 
he has invested in Imperial Valley, 
land. 

It was expected that the contest 
brought by Hunt against Mrs. De 
Moulin to cancel the desert land entry 
on grounds of fraud, would be heard 
before Register Buren yesterday. The 
filing of the affidavit on the part of 
De Moulin, came as a surprise to the 
other parties and caused a postpone- 
ment of the matter until this morning. 

In-his affidavit De Moulin states 
that he secured a decree of divorce in 
1909, six years after he had advanced 
his wife ‘$5280 to buy Imperial Valley 

land. 

De Moulin further states that in 
addition to the initial purchase. he ad- 
vanced his wife $10,000 and asked the 
officers of the government to protect 
his interests. He says it was the under- 
standing with his wife that the money 
should be repaid out of the proceeds 
of the land. 

On December, 1908, he says that 
he discovered that his wife had been 
guilty of adultery. He says she pro- 
tested her innocence, and, in order to 
protect his investment, she assigned 
her right to the desert and entry to 
his father. In January, 1909, De 
Moulin says he found that her §prot- 
estations of purity were false, and 
declares his opinion that she wanted to 
get the money out of him for the 
benefit of another man. He then began 
his action for. divorce.

SEES GREAT POSSIBILITIES 


Chief Engineer laguna Dam 

Work Phophesies Rich Future for 
- Colorado River Bottom Lands. 

“Of the 173 farms in the Yuma re- 
servation thrown ppen to settlement 


}by the government less than a year 


ago, 172 are permanently settled up- 
on,’ declared Francis L. Sellew, chief 
engineer employed in the construction 
of Laguna dam and the subsequent 
irrigation work around Yuma, who 
is at the Van Nuys for several days 
with his son. 

“The settlers have come in with 
the right spirit and most of them 
with sufficient capital to make the 
farms successful,” he said ‘‘Practic- 
eally one-half the land taken up has 
been cleared and is under cultiva- 
tion. Cotton will be planted exten- 
sively this coming season and prom- 
fees a fine yield.” 

Speaking of the moot question of 
proper labor for employment in the 
cotton fields, Sellew exploded a pop- 
ular bogie. “The Yuma Indians are 
close at hand and they have proven 
themselves ideal labor in the con- 
struction of the dam and the sub- 
sequent irrigation work,” he said. 
“They are good with the plow, the 
shovel and pick and I have found 
them very willing workers. All they 
need is some.one to direct their en- 
ergies.”’ 

The work which Sellew ts com- 
pleting is the building of a tunne! 
under the Colorado River which will 
carry the water from the California 
to the Arizona side. 

The water of the Laoden dam is 
earricd down the California side in a 
flume which greatly shortens the dis- 
tance as well as generates greater 
electrical power. 

“As soon as all this work is fin- 
ished, a territory of really wonder- 
ful possibilities will be thrown open 
to settlement,” said Sellew. “People 
at the present time, even those liv- 
ing in that part of the country, do 
not realize what chances they have 
of improvement. The land will pro- 
duce practically any fruit, much of 
it ahead of the season in any other 


part of the United States.”

GOVERNMENT THINKS IT PAYS 
IN THE 


Head of the Medical Department 
of the Institution, Now Visiting in 
Los Angeles, Speaks oi the Na- 
tion's Purposes With Reference to 
Uplifting the Natives. 


“Education at any cost is the pur- 
pose of the United States government 
in its supervision over the Philip- 
pines,” declared Dr. W. B. Musgrave, 
head of. the medical department of 
the University of the Philippines yes- 
terday.

"The government officials are do- 
ing everything in their power to bring 
the nativés of the Philippines to a 
high state of civilization. and they 
have come to the conclusion that 
there is absolutely no better plan of 
accomplishing this than by educating 
the brainiest young men they can 
find, even though it must be done at 
the expense of the government.” 

“There are great opportunities in 
the Philippines in nearly any line for 
the American wit! the proper spirit 
and go,” he declared. “‘There is much 
less hurried activity, mot nearly the 
tear and bustle of one of our great 
American communities, the
